Sentiment for abolition of short 
sessions has grown in the house re- 
cently because of the results of the 
November elections in which the re- 
publican majority was cut from 105 
in this congress to two in the next. 

Many members feel that persons 
elected on new policies should assume 
the responsibility of legislating as 
quickly as possible to meet the de- 
mands of the voters. 

Democratic Gains. 

They cite also that the voters in 
the last election increased democratic 
seats in the senate to 47 and cut the 
republicans to 48. The other seat is 
held by a farmer-labor.

BLS TO CHEOK INFLUX 
OF ALIENS NEAR VOT 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—(?)— 
Undesirable aliens will be deported 
from the United States and only a 
few immigrants will be admitted for 
bees poor if pending legislation is en- 
acted at this session. 

The administration drive to rid the 
country of undesirable aliens advanced 
a step today. President Hoover re- 
ceived a bill to deport aliens - con- 
victed of smuggling narcotics which 
passed congress last week. His ap- 
proval is expected. 

Unfavorable action. on the chief ex- 
ecutive’s request for $500, to em- 
ploy 245 patrolmen to actelerate de- 
portation of undesirables has been in- 
dicated by the house appropriations 
committee. ; 

The Johnson-Hayden bill, in line 
with Hoover’s recommendation, is to 
be considered by the house immigra- 
tion committee today. It would au- 
thorize the secretary of labor to insti- 
tute deportation proceedings, .partic- 
ularly against aliens convicted of 
charges involving a penalty of one 
year imprisonment or more. 

Proceedings also could be instituted 
in districts where the aliens made un- 
lawful entry instead of through the 
labor department. 

The burden of proof of legal entry 
would be placed on the alien, and any 
person having knowledge of illegal en- 
try also could be prosecuted. The last 
provision is aimed at smugglers. 

A vote is scheduled for tomorrow 
by the house immigration committee 
on the Jenkins bill to restrict immi- 
gration for two years as an employ- 
‘ment aid. 

The group previously approved the 
Free bill, which also contained a pro- 
vision to limit Filipino immigration 
to a year. 

However, opposition to the Filipino 
proposal blocked, temporarily at least, 
legislative right of way in the house 
for this measure, 

Both would cut quota immigration 
90 per cent and reduce entrants from 
western hemisphere countries to 10 
per cent of the number entering in the 
fiscal year 1929, 

Immigration Commissioner Hull 
said today it was not known how 
many deportable aliens were in the 


eliminate them had been more suc- 
cessful in recent months. 

The outcome of certain test cases in 
courts, he said, would go far in de- 
termining what further success could 
be had in deporting aliens.

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SAVING A JURY SERVICE. 


Several of the states are consid- 
ering legislation to reform jury serv- 
ice and verdicts. The pressure of 
business and occupational pursuits 
in this era has made interruptions 
for jury service onerous and unduly 
costly to most citizens who are 
really competent to make intelli- 
gent and trustworthy jurors. The 
courts in many cities, as in Atlanta, 
are many and almost continuously 
in session for civil and criminal 
trials in which juries are required. 

The favorite proposition for jury 
reform, having the approval of many 
jurists and bar associations, is aimed 
at securing speedier verdicts, éspe- 
cially in criminal cases, and mini- 
mizing the chances for “hung 
juries,’ causing mistrials and repeat- 
ing the costs of second and some- 
times third trials of the same de- 
fendant; is an act to the following 
effect: 

“That in capital cases no verdict 
may be rendered unless all jurors 
concur; in other felony cases five- 
sixths (10) of the jurors may re- 
turn a verdict; and in misdemeanor 
cases two-thitds (8) of the jurors 
may return a verdict.” 

In two states is pending a pro- 
posal to amend the constitution to 
provide that three-fourths of a jury 
of 12 may return a verdict in any 
case, civil or criminal, except when 
the penalty is death. 


Modern thought, largely among 
lawyers and generally among lay- 
men, is that the ancient dogma that 
justice can only be arrived at in 
common law cases, whether civil or 
criminal, when twelve men, “good 
and true’’ more or less, agree upon 
a finding is outgrown and foolish, 
and ought to be abandoned. 


Legislators, however, are mostly 
made up of trial lawyers who got 
their ideas of the sanctity of “‘the 
verdict of twelve’ from their read- 
ings of Coke and Blackstone and 
their court acquired knowledge of 
the value to the practitioner of 
hanging a jury. Consequently past 
attempts to get a more sensible plan 
of arriving at justice in court trials 
have been generally defeated. 


Many good and conservative men 
are of the opinion of famous Jere 
Black, great jurist and once attor- 
ney-general of the United States, 
who said “I do not assert that the 
jury trial is an infallible mode of 
ascertaining truth. Like everything 
human, it has its imperfections. 1 
only say that it is the best protec- 
tion for innocence and the surest 
mode of punishing guilt that has yet 
been discovered.” 

But Judge Black’s opinion is off- 
set by that of former Governor | 
George Hoadley, of Ohio, himself an/| 
eminent jurist, who said, ‘“‘I have |

a defect in our jurisprudence. It | 
is illogical in theory and mischiev-| 
ous in practice. No man can feel | 
at all certain that the verdict of a} 
jury is right in any case.” 

It is quite to be expected that| 
public desire for speedier and surer | 
justice will eventually coneentrate | 
in a demand for verdicts by a less 
number of jurors than the archaic 
and conventional twelve in agree- 
ment. Thewmodern methods of jury 
manipulation and “fixing” are caus- 
ing too many palpable miscarriages 
of justice in all of our courts 
throughout the nation. 


The very constitution of the re- 
public can be changed by a three- 
fourths vote of the state. A veto of 
president or governor can be over- 
riden by a two-thirds vote. it! 
might be found that justice is fully 
served by the verdict of two-thirds 
or three-fourths of a panel of twelve 
jurors.

in civil life and not be subjected 
to confusion and inefficiency by 
changing partisan political. condi- 
tions. 

We have had in this state recent- 
ly an example of legal wrangling 
and financial loss through the politi- 
cal use of public office. Such con- 
troversies are likely to occur with 
every change of the head of a de- 
partment. The new official wants 
employes friendly to his own po- 
litical fortunes, quite naturally, and 
is prone to remove those adherents 
of the former administrator. Such 
changes are charged to “personal 
politics” and the charge is usually 
true. 


While such changes may involve 
no loss of competency and efficiency 
in the department service they still 
have disadvantages that are patent. 
The better plan is to examine all 
applicants for state positions that 
are na& elective by the people and 
have an expert commission appoint 
them for service during efficiency 
and good behavior. In that way the 
state will divorce personal politics 
from the public service and prevent 
the building up of personal promo- 
tive ‘“‘machines” in any department. 
Both efficiency and economy are ob- 
tained under the civil service com- 
mission plan and the states that 
have it in operation show these val- 
ues conspicuously.

But it is even more difficult 
to imagine Leopold putting on the 
helmet backside forward and riding b¥ 
the side of the Kaiser Wilhelm that 
way the whole length of the Boulevard 
Anspach in Brussels from the palace 
to the railway station. Still this is 
what Buelow relates in his memoirs 
as an historical occurrence.

LAWYERS ASK PROTECTION. 


The lawyers of the country are 
on the defensive against non-pro- 
fessional encroachments upon their 
preserves. In states like New York, 
Connecticut, Minnesota and Wyo- 
ming—and even here in Georgia— 
they are demanding laws prohibiting 
banks, trust companies, mortgage 
companies, insurance and other fi- 
duciary agencies, from writing legal 
documents and otherwise perform- 
ing legal services for their clients. 


The movement is a part of the 
growing system of specializing the 
functions of professions and public 
service organizations. Doctors in- 
sist that the practice of medicine | 
shall be legally protected from 
quacks, pretenders and unlicensed 
operators upon the health, limbs 
and lives of the people—and they 
are eminently right in their de- 
mand. To the like end of the peo- 
ple’s safety are the laws for licens- 
ing pharmacists, eye, ear and throat 
Specialists, railway engineers, and 
even barbers. 

The property rights of the peo- 
ple are proper subjects of legal pro- 
tection and lawyers are examined 
and duly licensed to give juridical 
protection. They are presumed to 
know the law and to possess the 
skill to construct wills, deeds, trust

THE GERMANS AND THE 
. SWEDES LIKE ALUM- 
INUM AND INSULIN. 


The federal bureau of health in Ger- 
many has recently made a thorough 
inquiry into the effects of the com- 
mon use of aluminum ware for cook- 
ing and serving foods. The German 
health authorities investigated the 
question some 35 years ago and ar- 
rived at the opinion that household 
and kitchen vessels of aluminum were 
perfectly safe. Recently, it seems, the 
anti-aluminum propaganda has made 
some stir in Germany and so the fed- 
eral health bureau instituted this new 
inquiry. The propagandists—in this 
country, at least, they are a rather 
curious assortment of dentists posing 
as doctors, quacks eager for any per- 
sonal publicity they can get, and plain 
hirelings—the propagandists tell the 
public that small particles of alum- 
inum become disintegrated and are in- 
gested with or in the food and that 
aluminum is dissolved in the juices of 
some fruits or vegetables, and they 
just divine that all this aluminum 
in the system causes whatever you 
fear you're going to have. When an 
obseure dentist points out to the gul- 


lible public just how ‘this aluminum 
eauses cancer and I don't know what 
all, signing his name always as. “Dr. 
John Doe,’ depend on it the wiseacre 
layman will Swallow the eminent “doc- 
tor’s” advice with never a suspicion 
about bis reputability or authority. 
The German, health atthorities car- 
ried out many experiments ou animals 
and on men, feeding them, over 
months, rather latger doses of alum- 
inum thanecould ever be accidentally 
ingested in. or@@fith food cooked or 
served in alumMmum containers, and 
fond that even after a year of this 
theré was no more than the normal 
trace of aluthinum to be found, in the 


blood, or in the tissues of such ani-; 


mals or men. We all have a trace of 
aluihinum, copper, ete., in our blood. 

So the Germans conelude that there 
is no objection, from the health point 
of view, against the wse of aluminum 
ware. . 

Now in Sweden: they handle these 
little problems in a stientific fashion, 
too, any of our skinny, frail, un- 
dernourished*readers have been all het 
up by the suggestion published here 
from time to time, that a course of in- 
sulin treatment is fine to help an ex- 
tremely underweight individual lay on 
a little flesh, no matter if there is no 
tendency toward diabetes at all. ite 
a few of the poor skinny wights have 


even mustered courage to go and ask 
their physicians what about this in-;| 
‘| sulin treatment, and I regret to learn 


that quite a few of the doctors so 


tient that insulin would be dangerous 
if administered to one who has not 
diabetes. 

Dr. Jabobsen reported in Ugeskrift 
for Laeger, September 1, 1930, the 
very faverable results he has obtained 
from the treatment of undernourished 
patients with small doses of insulin 
and extra meals. He assures physi- 
cians that the method is well adapted 
for use in private practice. 

Skinny persons who yearn to get 
started on the road to plumpness this 
way should understand that insulin is 
not available except as prescribed or 
administered by the physician. But 
any good doctor can teach any intelli- 
ity patient how to take insulin him- 
self,

Colorful, Skillful Pilot. 

For nearly three years Johnny 
Kytle had been regarded as one of the 
most capable air mail pilots in the 
country, with a fine mixture of sound 
judgment and intrepidity, and was 
one of the more colorful of the south- 
ern pilots, having a penchant for 
acrobatics during his “‘off hours.” He 
was particularly adept at stunting 


and had electrified the crowds at va- 
rious air meets in this section of -the 
country during the past few years.

When Pitcairn Aviation, Inc., was 
awarded the contract for pyne, the 
mail between Aflanta and New York, 
Kytle joined that company and re- 
mained with it and its successor, East- 
ern Air Transport, Inc., until the 
time of his death. He had between 
5,000 and 6,000 hours in the air, it 
was said Sunday by Eastern Aijr 
Transport officials. 

About two years ago Kytle was 
married to Miss Jane Paulk, pretty 
Ocilla girl, and they had ‘one son, 
John, Jr, now about one year old. 
The airman’s wife was visiting rela- 
tives in Ocilla at the time of her hus- 
band’s fatal crash and Sunday night, 
having been notified, was on her way 
here, .

ATHENS,’ Ga., Féb. -14,—Thirty 
vocational agriculture teachers of the 
northeast Georgia district held their 
first quarterly meeting of the year 
here in Lumpkin Hall on the campus 
of the Georgia State College of Agri- 
culture.

Slieriff Charles C. Taylor, of Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn., who is returning the 
prisoners for trial, _refused fo reveal 
contents of reput signed confes- 
sions except to say the men each 
blamed the other for the crime. 

Pendleton officers said Eddington 
declared he was not at the scene of 
the crime. He said he gave Bowen, 
a stranger. a ride west in his auto- 
mobile. The ride was supposed to 
have been proffered after a chance 
meeting on an Alabama highway. 

Bowen later told Eddington of the 
Kington murder, the statement con- 
tinued, and said he expected to col- 
lect $21,000 insurance payable on his 
own death. The money was to be 
delivered through Frank Bowen, Ta 
Fayette, Ga., Hugh's brother and the 
beneficiary of his policies. Papers, 
apparently identifying Kington as 
Bowen, were said by Sheriff Taylor 
to have been found in the slain man’s 
clothing. The victim’s face had been 
disfigured. 

Eddington’s statement was reputed 
to have added that Bowen had plan- 
ned a similar Drees slaving at Hood 
River, Ore. “idington said he de- 
clined an invitation to participate in 
the crime. 

Hugh Bowen, officers said. made 
two statements. In the first he said 
he had been drinking and did not 
remember details of the crime, 

The second statement, made after 
he had been told of Eddington’s con- 
fession, declared that Eddington shot 
Kington with a shotgun after an 
argument. 

The three men were riding in a 
stolen automobile and no murder had 
been planned, the statement continued. 
After the killing, the two fled to 
Alabama, picked up Eddington’s 19- 
year-old wife and came to Pendleton. 
The automobile was abandoned in Ala- 
bama. 

Bowen said he was forced to ac- 
company Eddington west. 

Eddington was arrested at Helix, 
Ore., last Thursday and Bowen was 
taken at Centralia, .Wash. The for- 
mer’s statement about Frank Bowen 
caused Taylor to telegraph officers 
to arrest the brother as an accom- 
plice.

BOSTON, Feb. 15.—(#)—From the 
hills and valleys of New England to- 
day come the veterans of the twenty- 
sixth (Yankee) division to pay a final 
tribute to their wartime commander, 
Major General Clarence R. Edwards. 

Joining with them in a demonstra- 
tion of affection, the like of which 
New England has seldom seen, was a 
reverent populace that stood in a raw 
wind to watch the 71-year-old gen- 
eral’s last parade. 

Nearly 30,000 persons passed the 
bier in the historic hall of flags in the 
statehouse before the flag-draped cas- 
ket was carried to the caisson in the 
waiting funeral procession, 

The departure of New England’s 
veteran of three wars for the National 
cemetery at Arlington, where he will 
be buried tomorrow, was witnessed by 
thousands along the line of march 
from the statehouse to South Station. 

Cannon roared at one-minute inter- 
vals for thirteen minutes as the casket 
was borne to the caisson by men who 
served under the veteran leader. Over- 
head a squadron of army planes dip- 
ped in salute, while flares and huge 
searchlights illumined the statehouse 
steps.

DEMAND INCREASES 
FOR SCRAP COPPER 


“The outlook in copper,” says G. E. 
Luttrell, local manager of Knight- 


Luttrell, large scrap metal dealers of 
972 Avon avenue, “is looking up, and 
the demand for scrap copper and 
brasses has been more than we can 
supply di ring the past few weeks. 

“The demand for scrap red metals,” 
continued Mt. Luttrell, “is due to sev- 
eral different conditions, the main 
two being the merging of the two 
largest copper companies of Europe 
and the elimination of competition 
among these two and the other rea- 
son was that the low prices of cop- 
per last year caused many copper 
mines in this country and Canada to 
shut down or curtail production. 

“So with the amalgamation of the 
old world’s controlling factors and the 
curtailment of production in North 
America, the supply of new ore has 
not kept up with the demand and 
scrap red metals are needed now 
more than they have been for several 
months. This all means we are in the 
market and will pay the highest cash 
prices for all copper and brass we 
can get. 

“We are .also paying the highest 
market prices for all white metals, 
such as Dede babbitt, zinc and alumi- 
num, and as we are one of the 
south’s largest dealers in iron scrap 
metals, with our large yards in Colum- 
bus, Birmingham and Savannah, 
where we load boatloads of metals 
for Germany and Japan, we are al- 
ways buying scrap iron. 

“To people who have old metals 
around your home, factory, shop or 
farm,” Mr. Luttrell says, “cash in 
on them.” 

“We especially invite all those who 
live out in the country, or any con- 
siderable distance from Atlanta and 
have a truck to gather up a load of 
all kinds of waste or broken metals, 
and bring it in to us on their next 
trip to Atlanta. Most of those that 
have done that the past few weeks 
have been agreeably surprised at the 
size check we have given them for 
metals that were of no further use to 
them or neighbors. 

“We have at times great quantities 
of used pipe of various sizes and also 
much angle iron, that makes very 
good fence posts and much stuff that 
could be used by repairmen in many 
different kinds of work. 

“Taking everything as a_ whole,” 
concluded Mr. Luttrell, “we are very 
much encouraged with the business 
outlook and as the scrap metal mar- 
ket is a good barometer of many dif- 
ferent kinds of industries, we see good 
business prospects ahead in the south- 
eastern part of the country, within 
the very near future.”

RINGGOLD SHERIFF 
ARRESTS TINSLEY 


Atlantan I avetved in 
Fatal Crash Denies Hit- 
Run Accident. 


Floy Tinsley, 19-year-old parking 
lot operator, of 291 Parkway drive, 
Sunday was turned over to the cus- 
tody of Sheriff E. F. Land of Ring- 
gold, who held a warrant for his ar- 
rest in connection with an automobile 
accident near Ringgold about noon 
Saturday, when Frank Williams, of 
Dalton, sustained fatal injuries on the 
Chattanooga-Atlanta highway. 

Tinsley was arrested at his home 
early Sunday morning by Call Offi- 
cer Hardy, acting on information 
from Ringgold that the tag of the 


offending car was issued to a Miss 
Peggy Jenkins of a Parkway drive 
address. Officer Hardy traced the 
car, which was badly damaged, and 
found that Tinsley was the driver. 
The car’s tag was issued to Tinsley’s 
wife before they were married a few 
days ago, and was in her maiden 
name, Tinsley said. 

Tinsley stated Sunday that the ac- 
cident was not a hit-and-run affair, 
but that the soft condition of the road 
where it occurred caused him to skid 
into Williams, and that his machine 
was overturned, breaking all glass 
in the right side and smashing the 
fender and running board. He stated 
that after passing motorists helped 
him right the car they went to Ring- 
gold, where slight injuries were 
dressed by a physician. Mrs. Tinsley 
was cut and bruised, while Tinsley 
himself narrowly missed having the 
artery in his right wrist severed. His 
hand was badly cut 

He told reporters ‘that he talked to 
members of the injured man’s family 
and that they told him to return to 
Atlanta and to come back again Sun- 
day. Williams was unconscious for 
five hours and died later in a Chat- 
tanooga hospital. 


Oil Fire Threatens 
Thousand Workers 


JERSEY CITY, Feb, 15.—()— 
A spectacular fire in the Eagle Wax 
plant of the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey at Caven Point en- 
dangered the lives of 1,000 workmen 
tonight, but was brought under con- 
trol without casualties. Damage was 
estimated at $25,000. 

The fire, which started in a small 
building, spread to a near-by ware- 
house before it was brought under 
control. Flames 100 feet. high at- 
tracted persons for. miles. 

Relatives of the workers menaced 
guards as they attempted to enter the 
fire area, but dispersed when assured 
there were no casualties.

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Met thodist Board Oniing Attack 


n Selling of “Wine Grape J uice’ 


Y DON A. HIGGINS 

WASHINGTON Feb. 15.—(UP) 
The Methodist. board of temperance, 
prohibition and public morals today 
attacked the grape-concentrate busi- 
ness as an “evaston of prohibition” 
by an industry supported by the gov- 
ernment. 


The promotion of “wine grape 
juice” products by Fruit Industries, 
Inc., an organization of California 
grape growers, aided by loans from 
the federal farm board, was assailed 
as “the home wine iniquity” in the 
wee press release of the Methodist 

rd. 


The article, published by Dr. Clar- 
ence True Wilson and Deets Pickett, 
of the board, classified this promotion 
as “an effort to flood American 
homes with intoxicating wines which 
will ‘inevitably result in want and 
cruelty to little children.” 


The board agreed with statements 
by the Wickersham. commission and 
Senator Millard F. Tydings, Mary- 
land wet, that the fruit juice indus- 
try encouraged home wine-making 
and that to permit this constituted 
“hypocritical discrimination” between 
wine and beer. 

“Worse than that,” the article said, 
“it is an evasion of prohibition and is 
undoubtedly in violation of the pur- 
poses of the eighteenth amendment. 


“It is held that this traffic is legal 
under section 29 of the national pro- 
hibition act. If this be true, section 
29 certainly should be amended:” 

The board, however, said a much 
simpler method would be to force the 


treatment of fruit juices “in such a 


way as to prevent fermentation,” 

“There is no reason why the grape 
growers of California cannot find a 
legitimate market,” 
if they build a trade upon the expec- 
tation that the American people will 

content to see them in enjoyment 
of a. monopoly founded upon a viola- 
tion of *the constitution, they will in- 
evitably come upon disaster.” 

“These people have been loaned ap- 
beeen, £59 ,000,000 by the fed- 
eral farm, board,” the article added, 
“and. Mrs. Mabel Walker Willebrandt, 
their attorney, has been very active 
in advocating that the government 
maintain a benevolent attitude in 
view of the fact that the United 
States practically holds a mortgage 
upon it. 

“We have addressed a_ letter to 
Senator Tydings saying that if the 
wets are ready to challenge this in- 
consistency ,and hypocrisy, certainly 
we hope that they will be supported 
by the drys,” the statement concluded, 
“provided that they intend to make 
the law consistent by making it con- 
form to the constitution itself.” 


Winston Churchill To Include 


Atlanta in U. 


S. Lecture Tour 


The stormy petrel of British poli- 
tics, Winston Spencer Churchill, is 
coming to the United States next au- 
tumnj for an extensive speaking tour, 
according to an announcement by S. 
Russell Bridges, president of the Alka- 
hest lecture bureau of Atlanta. 
Churchill’s recent break with Premier 
Stanley Baldwin, when he resigned 
from the cabinet, ‘permits him to leave 
England for an extended tour of this 
country, 

Churchill will arrive in New York 
in October and will begin his speak- 
ing engagements on October 15, re- 
maining in this country until the 
Christmas holiday period. His first 
public address will be given in New 
York city. He will then begin a 
coast-to-coast tour, appearing first 
throughout the southeast, probably in- 
cluding the following cities: Atlanta, 
Richmond, Roanoke, Norfolk, Raleigh, 
Charlotte, Columbia, Charleston, Sa- 
vannah, Macon, Jacksonville, Mont- 
gomery, Birmingham, Chattanooga, 


Knoxville, Nashville, Memphis, Jack- 
son, New Orleans, etc. Altovether it 
is expected that Mr. Chur fll will 
make from 40 to 50 public appear- 
ances in the largest cities of the coun- 
try. 

Among topics that he will discuss 
will be “‘The Destiny of the English- 
Speaking Peoples.” He will also dis- 
cuss “Great Britain and Indian Prog- 
ress,” in which he will give his views 
on the status of India, the issue 
that brought about his break with Stan- 
ley Baldwin. “How the Great War 
Came” is another subject Mr. Church- 
ill announces. He has written four 
volumes under the general title, “The 
World Crisis,” that have proven 
among the most popular books cover- 
ing any phase of the World War 
that. have so far been written. He 
has also said he would be willing to 
talk on the general subject, “Youth 
and Adventure,” relating some of his 
amazing experiences beginning in the 
Boer War.

‘BLUNDER’ SEEN 
NN DOPE ARRESTS 


Prominent Canadian and 
Heiress Taken in. Chi- 
cago Raids. ~ 


CHICAGO,. Feb... 15. —(P)—Raids . 
by a government narcotic detail from 
Washington on the Gold Coast apart- 
ments of « Canadian millionaire bar- 
rister and an American heiress 
brought the statement today from 
counsel for the principals that the 
whole affair was “a blunder.” 

It was admitted that federal agents, 
co-operating ‘with authorities - of 
Canada in tracing the ramifications 
of a dope smuggling ring. had invaded 
the apartments of W. Perkins Bull, 

C.. of Toronto and Tendon, and 
Mrs. Mabelle Horlick Sidley, heir to 
the. fortune- of William H. Horlick, 
American malted milk manufacturer. 

Théy were questioned for six hours 
at the federal district attorney's office 
by the agents, who had been at work 
more than a month on the case. Like- 
wise J. J. Harrison, head of a private 
detective agency, and his wife,« were 
summoned to the inquiry. 

The narcotic detail was believed to- 
day to have returned to Washington. 
Local. officials of the government said 
they knew nothing ot the raids, and 
the impounding of private papers be- 
longing to Byll and Mrs. Sidley. It 
was understood that an assistant at- 
torney-general of the United States 
had come here to direct the investi- 
gation. 

John E. Kehoe, described by Bull as 
his counsel, said he was informed the 
government had “mistakenly” thought 
a secret code in use between Bull and 
Mrs. Sidley was somehow connected 
with the inquiry into smuggling. This 
code, he said, really was to convey pri- 
vate messages involving the pending 
snit for divorce of Mrs. Sidley against 
Dr. John Streeter Sidley, of Racine, 
Wis.. Bull, he said, was handling the 
suit for Mrs. Sidley. 

“Some’ sort of malicious enmity,” 
Kehoe said! “is behind this. 
absolutely no basis for the seizure of 
Mr. Bull or his papers. The federal 
ae gained nothing by the 
rai 

Jules Brower, attorney for Harri- 
son, said an apology had been made. 

“It was a mistake,” he said. “It 
was prompted by rather vicious inter- 
ests working against us.’ 

A month ago, Dr. John Streeter 
Sidley, of Racine, husband of the heir- 
ess, filed a damage suit against Bull. 
He asked $250, damages and 
charged that Bull and the Harrisons 
had harassed him by having him con- 
tinuously shadowed. He declared that 
he was unable to account for the in- 
terest which Bull had taken in his 
movements. 

Later, Dr. Sidley sought an injunc- 
tion to compel Bull to call the detec- 
tives off. Hearing of the petition 
for it is pending.

NEW ORLEANS MARKET 
UN COTTON IMPROVES 


NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 12—(/)— 
The cotton market was quite active 
during the past week, in tact a larger 
business was transacted than for quite 
a period. While prices fluctuated 
rather freely at times the _ general 
trend of prices has been upward. At 
the -highest point reached the March 
position showed an extreme gain of 
44 points and the net gain for the 
week was 34 points or nearly $1.75 
a bale. 

A good advance in the stock mar- 
ket assumed to be due to some re- 
vival of speculation as well as invest- 
ment buying stimulated by. prospects 
for a more general improvement in 
business and industry had a good deal 
to do with the firmer tone but the 
advance was also helped materially by 
good trade buying and price fixing as 
well as by considerable covering by 
shorts.

Some temporary check was given to 
the upward trend of prices on Friday 
by rather unsatisfactory weekly sta- 
tistics. particularly lower mill takings 
than looked for, an increase in the 
visible supply against a decrease for 
the corresponding week last year and 
poor exports.
